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22. The apparatus of claim 16, wherein said majority logic unit weights the values of the 
plurality of signals in accordance with a power allocation associated with the plurality of 
signals. 



42. The apparatus of claim 36, wherein said means for weighting weights the values of 
the plurality of signals in accordance with a power allocation associated with the plurality 
of signals. 
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
